The voice of the 
people of this State was heard in most 
unmistakable tones, a year ago last Febru- 
ary, when they set the seal of their con- 
demnation upon the attempt of their Legis- 
lature to inflict upon ths commonwealth 
inch a disgrace as the Examiner says would 
"make it feel happier if she were honored 
with it." Happily for Nevada the Legis- 
lature ij powerless of itself in this matt?r. 
It requires such a change in the Conbtita- 
'tion as thegpeople will never consent to, 
and the lottery schemers of Loniaiaaa are 
sensible in confining their work to its 
present limits, instead. pf .wasting their 
time and money _iu a useless attempt to 
pnrcha«e a foothold in the State ol Nevada. 
However justly or unjustly our State may 
have been stigmatized as the "rotten bor- 
ough," it at least draws the line at St.te 
lottery schemes—as the promoters of the 
one of a couple ol years ago ascertained to 
their sorrow and enst.

WASHINGTON, June 28—The House, after 


minor business, went into the Committee 
of Ihe Whole on the Federal Election bill 
and McAdoo, of New Jersey, spoke in op- 
position to the measure. 


Bland, ,of Missouri, twitted McComas 


for having taken away from the blaok men 
of the District of Columbia the power of 
local government .and never giving it to 
them again. This resulted in an nproar 
on the floor. Bland and McComas shouted 
at the top of their voices amid the applause 
of their colleagues and the galleries, Mc- 
Comia declared when Bland effected inter- 
est in sight of eight or tan thousand black 
voters while during long service here be 
never raised bis voice in behalf of the eight 
or ten millions of poor find oppressed black 
men in the country. He felt like calling 
him a hypocrite. Bland vehemently de- 
clared that McComas and his colleagues 
were hypocrites in pretending for party 
purposes on uofelt intarest in the negro. 
At this point the uproar became great, 
Henderson, of Iowa, read from the speech 
of Hnmphill a passage declaring that they 
mast either rule or leave the South and 
tbat they would not leave it. He wanted 
no farther proof than that declaration that 
the blacks of South Carolina would not be 
allowed to exerciso the rights guarantied 
by the Constitution. He spoke briefly of 
the recent exhibitions of the stare and bars 
and Confederate gray at Richmond.

woull not harp them forget the tender re- 
lations of the war but he entered his* pro- 
test against being told that a new north 
was needed when the flag of the dangerous 
South was flaunted in the face of the Re- 
public.

KecUmatibn of arid Lands held.a session 
Tuesday morning to hear the chief en- 
gineer and the.ftgent in charge of the arte- 
sian wells investigation. The acting Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, Mr. \Wllett8, was 
present, and also President McLonth o! 
the Sooth Dakota Agricultural College. 
Senators Stewrrt, Ksagin, Moody, .Ca«ey, 
and Sanders of the committee were in at- 
tendance. 


Colonel E. S'. Nettleton, chief engineer, 


whose field of investigation has required 
12,000 miles of traveling the past twelve 
weeks, read a britf report-covering tbe 
work performe-1. The Dakota artesian 
basin is -shown to ba the largest in.the 
world, so far aa at present developed. The 
northern limit utends westwardly, gsolo- 
gically Fpaak;Dg, ns far cs Fort Bentoa and 
Great Falls, in Eastern Montana. The 
formation is cretacious. The water-bear- 
ing sandstone lies between two impermeable 
rooks, but nowhere has the sandstone been 
-pcnetratacl. Geologists unite in declaring 
that the James valley is not necessarily a 
controlling center for the basin. Water 
may, and doubtless will, be found over an 
area east of it at least 500 miles, and north 
and south through both'the Dakotas. 


The central region, whi0h includes West- 


ern Kansas and Nebraska, Eastern Color- 
ado and New Mexico, shows several im- 
portant local artesian basins and a vast area 
of large springs and of seepage waters ob- 
tained from the drainage of foothills and 
frontal Eockies and of the great river val- 
leys that cross the central plains. 


The eastern part of New Mexico is re- 


morkable for a great number of living 
springs, some of which are of great power 
and size, which extend into Texas, along 
the western portion of the Panhandle re- 
gion and actoss the Pecos and Colorado 
river valleys, south by east. The.Dakotas 
and Western Texas bold the large well 
basins.
